TO SET UP THE “ACME” CAMERA. 


Attach the tripod legs to the head, which is done in the usual manner—viz., 
there are pins projecting on the metal top which fit into sockets on each si*~ ‘ 
the stand legs, and the legs are held stiff bya strut pushed between them. 

Move aside the spring on the top of the body, which will allow the body to ce 
lifted from the base to the position of Fig. 1. The struts will then run down in 
the grooves in the side, till they fall into a niche near the bottom, and by 
tightening the clamping nuts in this position, the body will be held at right angles 
to the base. Lift up the front, and two projections will be seen at the foot, one 
on each side. These slip easily into grooves, cut to fit them in the front of the 
base, and are held there by spring latches which rise and secure them. Set the 
front so that the clamping screw of the brass strut is in the niche which will be 
seen therein, and the front will then be at right angles to the base and parallel to 
the back. The camera is now ready for use. 

To close the camera, first see that the body is drawn right back to the end of 
the baseboard, and clamped there by its binding screws, as, if it is not, the 
camera cannot close square; loosen the screws that brace the front, then incline 
the front backward to an angle of about 45°, and it will draw out loosely from its 
fittings; turn it over and lay it flat against the baseboard—it will be necessary to 
press in the ratchet-lever that fixes the rising portion of front to do this; then 
unclamp the screws of the struts to the body, close the body upon the base, and 
as soon as closed a spring grips it and keeps it shut. The whole operation of 
either opening or closing should not occupy thirty seconds.
